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1. Of all the DAIIA trade agencies (Fachanstalten) which handle the foreign 

trade of the OKI, the DAHA Machinery and Electrical Equipment (DAIIA- 
ifeschinen und Elektrote chnik ) is the most important. Under the jurisdic- 
tion of this office is the particularly significant import Section 6 

( Saportabteilung 6), which is under the direction of HSnfler, fnu. Every 
import or export transaction in which the various DAliA organizations are 
involved . . must have the approval of Import Section 6. This apolies 

not only to DAHA-Jhschinen und Elektrotechnik, but also to the sister offices 
for optics, ceramics, etc.* 

2. Import Section 6 has its own Office for Economic Planning Planwirtschaf tsstelle ) „ 
This office has a special planning group in every branch of the DAM 
Machinery and Electrotechnology, ''ll these planning offices are in turn con- 
nected with the State Commission for Planning as well as with the State Secretariat 
for Raw Material Procurement (Staatssekretariat fflr Materlaibeschpffung ) 

KS.nfler , as head of Import Section 6, is the technical and commercial specialist, 
while his deputy, Strenge, fnu,** who is the Party man in the Section, handles 
liaison with the various governmental offices. Strenge, a machinery and machine 
tool export, formerly worked for Siemens in Berlin, “a is approximately 48 years 
of age and is more than a more political activist.
